He VvmBlly Takes The Oath. 


President Arthur formally took 


the oath of the office at capitol on 
Thursday, September 22 in the pre 
aenoe of the members of the cabinet, 
the Justices of the Supreme Court, a 
few Senators and members of the 
House of Representatives, all who 
could be notified to be present, also 
Gen. Sherman, Gen. Grant, Bear 
Admiral Nichols, Hon. Hannibal 
Hamlio, Gen. 
Beale and 
a few 


others. This step was taken after a 
conference between the President, 
Secretary Blaine and the Attorney 
General. Very few persons knew 
the oath was to be administered 
until the ceremony was over. The 
President and 
members of

Cabinet had assembled in the marble 
room 
shortly before 
12 o'clock 


Chief Justice \Vaite, in his ful 
robes of office, accompanied by the 
Associate Justices, proceeded from 
tke Supreme Court room to the 
marble room. The doors wore im 
mediately closed, and without au> 
formality President Arthur arose 
wad standing upon one side of the 
center table, Chief Justice AVaite on 
the other, took the oath of office 
The President then read from mann 
script notes the following address: 


PRESIDENT ARTHUR'S ADDRESS. 


"For the fourth time in the historj 


of this Republic its Chief Magistrate 
has been removed by death. Al 
hearts are filled with grief and horro: 
at the hideous crime which has 
darkened our land, and the memory 
ofjthe murdered President, his pro- 
tracted, Bufferings, his unyielding 
fortitude, the example and achieve- 
ments of his life and the pathos of 
his death will forever illumine the 
pages of history. For the fourth 
time the officer elected by the peo- 
ple and ordained by the Constitution 
to fiill a vacancy so created is called 
to assume the executive chair. The 
wisdom of our fathers, foreseeing 
even the most dire possibilities, 
made rare that the Government 
should never be imperiled because of 
the uncertainty of human life. Men 
mayMie, but the fabrics of our free 
institutions remain unshaken. No 
higher or more assuring proof could 
exist of the strength and permanency 
of a popular government than the 
fact that, though the chosen of the 
people be struck down, his constitu- 
tional successor is peacefully install- 
ed without a shock or strain, except 
the sorrow which mourns the bereave- 
ment All the noble aspirations of 
my lamented predecessor which found 
expression in his life, the measures 
devised and suggested during his 
brief administration to correct abuse 
and enforce economy, t a advance and 
promote tbe general welfare, 
to 


insure domestic security and main- 
tain friendly and honorable relations 
with the nations of earth, will be 
garnered in the hearts of the people, 


• and-it will be my earnest endeavor 


to profit and to see that the nation 
shall profit by the example and ex- 
perience. Prosperity blesses our 
country. Our nscal policy is fixed 
b\ law, is wejl grounded and gener 
ally approved. No threatening issue 
mars our 'foreign intercourse, and 
the wisdom, integrity and thrift of 
our people may be trusted to con- 
tinue undisturbed. The present 
assured a career of peace, tranquility 
and welfare. The gloom and anxiety i 
whkkhare enshrouded the country 1 
must make repose especially wel- 
eonftnpw. No demand for speedy 
legalatiom has been heard; no ad- 
cqmt8 OBfltsion is apparent for an 
unusual session of Congress.

passed them six years afterward; but a 
wore remarkable instance of prolonged 
detention was recorded by Stephenson,of 
Detroit—that of a lady aged seventy- 
five, who last year passed, after some 
months' symptoms of vesicle irritation, 
a pin which she had swallowed while 
picking her teeth with it in the year 1835 
—forty-two years previous. M. Sitty 
records some years ago the case of a 
woman who had a penchant for pins and 
needles so strong that she made them, in 
fact, a part of her daily diet, and after 
her death 1,400 or 1,500 were removed 
from various parts of her body. 


Another case almost as striking h;is 


been recorded by Dr. Gillette, that of a 
girl in whom, from time to time, needles 
were found beneath the skin, which they 
perforated, and were removed by the fin- 
ger or forceps. Concerning the way in 
which they got into her system no infor- 
mation could be extracted from her. 
She was carefully watched, and in the 
coarse of eighteen months not less than 
320 needles were extracted, all being of 
the same size.

which escaped in a single day was sixty- 
one.

For some hours 
the pain was severe, and there was con- 
siderable fever. She then felt a sharp

That little weight is to be attached to 


the place at which the needles escape as 
proof of their mode of introduction is 
evident from a case recorded by Villars 
of a girl who swallowed a large number 
of pins and needles, and two years after- 
ward, during a period of nine months, 
two hundred passed out of the hand, arm, 
axilla, side of thorax, abdomen and 
thigh, all OH the left side. The pins, 
curiously, escaped more readily and with 
less pain than the needles. 


Many years ago a case was recorded by 


Dr. Otto, of Copenhagen, in which four 
hundred and ninety-five needles passed 
through the side of a hysterical girl, who 
had probably swallowed them during a 
hysterical paroxysm; but all these emerg- 
ed in the regions below the level of the 
diaphragm, and were collected in groups, 
which gave rise to imflammatory swell- 
ings of some size. One of these contained 
one hundred needles. 


Quite recently Dr. liigger described 


before the Society of Surgery of Dublin 
n ease in which more than three hundred 
needles were removed from the body Of 
a woman who died in consequence of 
their presence. It is vory remarkable in 
how few cases the needles were the cause 
of death, and how slight an interference 
with function their presence and move- 
ment cause.

Friday was just as much a fair 
day as any other, and many people 
who had not previously had an op- 
portunity to visit the exhibition wero 
very much disappointed to find every 
thing in a topsy-turvy condition. 
This was particularly noticeable in 
the textile fabric department, tho 
most attractive feature in the fine art 
exhibit at tho fair. We think the 
owners of the goods, especially those 
having taken premiums, should have 
permitted them to remain until tho 
close of the fair.
